To-day the'people of the United 
States of America:will meet at the 
polls to elect a President of. the 
Republic.

These, 
are President Calvin Coolidge, Mr. 
John W.' Davis and Senator 
Robert La ‘Follette. The first 
two represent respectively the 
republican and’ democratic ele- 
ments—the two “big parties"— 


| while the. last-named is the leader 


of the Progressives, who express 
dissatisfaction with the two-party 
system ag it has been developed 
during ‘recent years. On Friday 
last, a private cable announced 
that the betting was six to one 
on Mr. Coolidge. A New York 
message, received here yesterday, 
gave the quotation as nine to one. 
The “Literary Digest,’ 
according to ‘custom, has conduct- 
ed a straw vote, and the results, 
in the nuihber to hand by last 
mail, indicate that Presidpnt 
Coolidge is an overwhelmingly 
strong favourite for re-election in 
all sections—except, of course the 
“solid South.” : 
Conservative estimates ure to 
the effect that Coolidge is almost 
jcertain to secure the electoral 
vote from the following states: 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode _ Island, 
Conhecticut, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania,, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Ohio, Minois, Michigan, Indiana, 
Kansas, Utah, California, Wash- 
ington ‘and Oregon.

The Director of Public Works 
dealt with the question ‘of malaria. 
We are doing as much as we can 

‘to drain: nullahs and pools, but it 
is a matter of intense difficulty 
whenever any new country is 
being developed, to prevent the 
spread of malaria owing to the 
formation of. pools. . It is impog- 
sible to fill up your hollows as you 
go dlong without bringing the 
work toa continuous standstill, 
‘The result is that in a rainy sea- 
son like this year you have to 
consider a number of pools about. 
| The only safisfactory way of 
dealing with them js to ofl them, 
and that is being done wherever 
_.. possible. . 

The ember referred toa 
number ‘of children admitted to 
Victoria Hospital, Well, malaria 
with an adult js a misfortune, in 
the case of a child it is a, bluider 
on its parents’ part. We are be- 
“ginoing to realise that we do not 
know so much about malaria and 

_ mosquitoes as we used to.’ The 
anopheles is nocturnal in its habits, 
it does not wander round biting 
‘in the hours of the day when 
children should be out; and Jf 
mothers take care the children 

.« come jin at a reasonable hour for 
children, and that their mosquito’ 
net is properly looked after, I

The hon, member made a re- 
mark in régard to economy with 
which I am in entire agreement.

which I have served His Majesty I 
have. been accused of a great num 
ber of things ranging from almost 
murder to want of sensé, but I 
have never been accused, at apy 
rate justly, of being a spendthrift 
with regard to official money, I 
have not infrequently made my- 
self rather'a. trial to departments 
in.’ enquiring whether certains 
-sums~-should--~be--— expended in: 
the manner suggested. I can 
assure the hon, member that in my 
opinion I do not think there is 
money, there that can be cut out 
without disadvantage. . T may say 
that while I entirely appreciate 
and share the hon. member's views, 
I find that: the task of anybody, 
studying and proposing economy 
js not made easier by remarks 
such as have been made this after 
noon. There are three matters 
fn the Budget which I thought 
might possibly not unreasonably 
be. attacked on the ground of 
undue expenditure. One was the 
great increase in the staff of the’ 
Public Works Department. We 
have had'two hon. members con- 
gratulating sthemselves and the 
Government on. the fact that they 
are at last at one on this matter. 
Another, the ‘large increase of 
police, which the hon. member ase 
sures us he recognises as essential 
for the’Chinese community, and 
the last was the provision for large 
sums of expenditure on the rail- 


. way, which, at present, rans as far 


as te border. I confess that if 
there was—one item of the Budget 
on which I had some doubt, it was 
the desirability of expending 
money on. the railway. I, how- 
ever, thought it desirable to hope 
for the best;-and I trust that we 
may see’a through service running 
this year;.and 1 am glad to notice 
the hon, member representing the 
Chamber of Commerce shares my 
view entirely. You. will perceive, 
Gentlemen, when, jn addition to 
this endorsement, which I myself 
thought excessive, hon. members 
urge us to make a considerable ad- 
dition to our expenditure by the 
{ncreases granted . for. housing’ 
allowances, the task of the habitual 
economist becomes more difficult.
